in fulfilling its responsibilities, and 
commended it for this “unique and

Van Buren Township Sup. Pat 
Cullin was elected chairperson of the 
newly-formed Western Five, fiv^ 
area communities which have 
banded together to facilitate federal 
grant receipts and solutions to 
common problems. 

Elected vice-chairman was 
Belleville Mayor Justin Emerson, 
while Huron Township Sup. Roy 
Raker was named secretary- 
treasurer. 

Top elected officials of the five 
communities - Van Buren, Sumpter 
and Huron townships and the cities 
of Belleville and Romulus - met 
recently at Van Buren Township 
Hall to elect officers and to approve 
other items for the new 
organization. 

Approved as director of Western 
Five was Henry Redman, who 
spearheaded and pushed through the 
consortium concept for the new 
organization. Redman currently is 
township manager of Sumpter 
Township. 

He was successful in obtaining two 
federal grants of $56,000 and $15,000 
to finance the first year of operation 
for Western Five, thus making 
membership virtually free for that 
period. 

Prior to election of officials and 
appointment of Redman as director, 
officials of the five communities had 
approved an agreement to join the 
new’ organization, had okayed by- 
laws and agreed to operate out of the 
Van Buren Towmship Hall w'here 
office space is now being remodeled. 

Under the consortium 
arrangement, Redman and his staff 
will be able to get large federal 
grants faster and easier for the

whole membership (five com- 
munities), and in which each would 
share, than individual communities 
could on their own. 

Studies will be made of the whole 
five-member area outlining com 
mon needs and goals at a much 
cheaper cost than each area could 
accomplish alone, Redman told the 
Enterprise and the Roman. 

“The Western Five also will save 
its members money from fleet 
purchases of vehicles for the fire and 
police and other departments and 
for various kinds of insurance which 
the cities and townships must have 
for its equipment and personnel, “ 
Redman explained. 

Western Five’s offices in Van 
Buren Tow'nship Hall will open Sept. 
1, hesaid. 


Romulus Mayor William M. 
Oakley announced last week that 
Romulus residents who suffered 
damage to their homes and personal 
property as a result of last month’s 
flooding are now eligible for long- 
term, low-interest loans through the 
Federal Government’s Small 
Business Administration (SBA). 

The mayor began exploring 
several relief funding sources 
following the worst flood to hit 
Romulus and surrounding com- 
munities in 10 years. 

Among those were personal ap- 
peals to Michigan Gov. William 
Milliken and to Richard Manning, 
chairman of the Wayne County 


Board of Commissioners. 

As a result of his efforts, Romulus 
flood victims may be awarded loans 
at only three percent interest, based 
on their ability to repay the loan and 
adequate documentation of flood 
damage. 

A special SBA disaster office has 
been established at the McNamara 
Federal Building, Room M-25 in 
Detroit. Residents should call 226- 
4030 or 226-4036 for details. 

A spokesman for the SBA disaster 
office said loan applications will be 
processed as soon as they are 
received, but that a six-week period 
will probably be necessary to handle 
the requests.

Explains change 
in miiiage date 


Huron Schools Supt. Curtis D. 
Bartz, in an open letter to the 
community, has explained the 
Sept. 10, 1079 election date chosen 
by the school board for its public 
request for an additional 3.5-mill 
levy. 

He said the board had 
originally approved Aug. 13, but 
that a typing error had prompted 
the county to okay Aug. 18 in- 
stead. 

That date would have been 
okay, too, Bartz said, but the new 
date of Sept. 10 as recommended 
by the school attorney is even 


better. The school district now 
has more time to meet state 
election laws regarding new 
registrants, publishing the 
millage proposition, and 
preparing ballots for absentee 
voters, hesaid. 

“The Huron Schools millage 
election date is Monday, Sept. 10. 
Polls will be open from 7 a.m. to 8 
p.m. If additional information is 
needed concerning the millage, 
please call the superintendent or 
a member of the Huron Board of 
Education,’’ Bartz asked.

There have been declining student 
enrollments in both the Van Buren 
and Romulus Community School 
Districts during the past few years, 
according to school officials. 

In Romulus, the decline began in 
1976 and has steadily, though quite 
gradually, continued. Romulus 
Community School District 
Superintendent James Garfield 
anticipates more of the same for the 
upcoming 1979-80 school year. 

Garfield attributes much of the 
fall-off in enrollment to the drop in 
the birth rate. 

“The decline is not in the secon- 
dary schools, but obviously, in the 
elementary schools,’’ he said, noting 
that the drop in the birth rate is of 
nation-wide scope. 

Three of the Romulus elementary 
schools have been closed, but were 
reopened by the government and 
school district for other educational 
uses. 

Those schools are Harrison, 
Gordon and Romulus elementary 
schools. Harrison is now being 
utilized as an alternative education 
center, and also leased to a church 
on a temporary basis. 

Gordon is utilized for special 
education classes, as is the former 
Romulus Elementary School 
facility. 

“We’re trying to make use of 
them, and it usually takes either the 
government or the school district to 
do that because schools are pretty 
tard to use for anything in the 
private industry or commercial 
areas/’ Garfield said. 

He said the school district is 
hesitant to sell a large amount of 
acreage, considering that the future 
quite possibly could hold in store a 


sudden surge in growth, with the 
school district left scrambling for 
classroom space. 

In fact, the nation-wide projec- 
tions for the 1981-82 school year 
shows the birth rate increasing, said 
Garfield. 

Romulus and Gordon elemen- 
taries are up for sale, but combined 
are only four acres. 

“We don’t consider that a major 
sale. It gets kind of touchy though 
when you talk about 18 acres,” said 
Garfield. 

In the Van Buren School District, 
enrollment steadily climbed from 
4 1968 through 1977, then dropped 
noticeably in 1978. according to 
school records. 

Since that drop, each subsequent 
school year has shown a decreasing 
school enrollment, with the same 
projected for this year, said Mildred 
Baker, a spokesperson for the school 
district. 

In the 1968-1969 school year there 
were 6,912 students, which is 521 
additional from the previous year. 
Of that additional 521, records show' 
477 coming from Sumpter Township. 

“That was the year we annexed 
Sumpter s school district to ours, 
which is one of the main reasons for 
the increase that year,” said Mrs 
Baker. 

In 1969 there came another in- 
crease of 181 students, and the climb 
continued until 1975 

Then, in 1975, the student 
enrollment remained constant, 
neither dropping or increasing. 

“It just stayed the same that 
year It was exactly the same as the 
previous year,” said Mrs. Baker 

The student enrollment during 
that two-year time span staved at 
8,172. 

In 1976-1977 school year student 


enrollment increased by 44 students. 
But, in 1977 the first drop in more 
than 10 years occurrred, resulting in 
3 (77 less students than in the previous 
school year. 


Last year there was a similar 
drop, with 274 less students at- 
tending in the school district, and 
school officials anticipate that 
continuing lowering birth rate w’ill 


spell more decline for this year, 
maybe even the next. 

In Romulus the student 
enrollment figures look like this: 
1976 — 6,540 


1977 — 6.300 

1978 — 6,260 

1979 — 6,150 

“It’s nothing dramatic, but it is a 
decline,” said Garfield.

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PIC matches private jobs to federal programs 


‘The formation of a Private In- 
dustry Council in Wayne County 
marks the beginning of a promising 
; approach to coordinate government- 
funded job training programs with 
private industry needs,” said Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners 
Chairman Richard E Manning at 
the first meeting to the newly 
authorized group.

The $75 million national program, 
set up by Congress as part of the 1978 
re-enactment of CETA, is intended 
to secure more private sector jobs 
for those most in need by increasing 
the involvement of the business 
community in local CETA em- 
ployment and training activities 

Among its activities, the PSIP will 
provide for: 

—The hiring of CETA participants 
as direct employees of a private 
firm during their training; 

—Training conducted in the 
employer’s facility by regular 


employees, and % 

—Permanent employment either 
by the sponsoring employer or 
cooperating employers when the 
training is successfully completed 1 
According to Manning, the U S. 
Department of Labor has reserved 
$13 million for 1979-80 PIC activities 
in the Wayne County CETA service 
area, which includes all Wayne 
County communities except Detroit. 
Dearborn and Livonia Due to their 
population, the three cities operate 
their own CETA programs, 
however, in forming the PIC, 
Livonia and Dearborn have elected 
to join with Wayne County The 
funding reserved for these two 
communities is $400,000 In all.

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Could have nation-wide impact 
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Westland mayor unveils security plan

Top city officials from all Western 
Wayne County suburbs got sneak 
peak at the future, as Westland 
Mayor Tom Taylor sees it, at a press 
conference last week that unveiled a 
scheme to put that city into the 
business of operating cable 
television, use that technology to 
provide home security, and offer 
residents comprehensive 
homeowners insurance. 

Taylor claims that his program, if 
it becomes a reality in the next 
several years, could cut taxes in half 
within 10- years. It would provide 
instantaneous fire, police and 
emergency medical response, make 
the city the safest in the country, and 
reduce homeowners insurance 
costs, he claims. 

These ambitious goals will be 
realized by setting up and utilizing a 
city-owned cable television system 
that will provide 2-way com- 
munication in and out of homes to 
summon emergency fire, police and 
rescue electronically. The city 
would require that the home 
security system be installed when 
any existing home changed hands, 
or new homes built, and other 
citizens could opt to have it installed. 
Those homes protected by the 
sophisticated electronic protection 
system would be eligible to buy 
insurance sold by the city at half the 
conventional rates. 

The total program, if im- 
plemented, would be the only one of 
its kind in the entire country, he 
added 

The program has four major 
components: 


The first component of the 
mayor's 4-step plan is a city cer- 
tification program. Every time a 
house is sold, a team of city em- 
ployees — three building inspectors, 
a fire prevention officer and crime 
prevention police officer — would 
inspect it for a $100 fee. They would 
look for code violations that affect 
safe habitability of the house. The 
seller and buyer could not close on 
the house without a certificate, 
stating that the house was okay, or 
that the buyer agreed to buy “as is" 
and knows about the flaws and 
agrees to fix them. 

Taylor said that between 2,500 and 
2,700 homes are sold in the city each 
year, so at least that many would be 
inspected each year, generating, by 
the way, $250,000 in revenue, and 
theoretically covering the whole city 
(of 22.000 houses and 8,000 apart- 
ments) with inspections within eight 
years. 

Cable 

Television 

The second component in Taylor's 
scheme gets a bit more involved He 
proposes to have the city create a 
Cable Commission, a non-profit 
corporation with a citizen-composed 
board of directors operating under 
the auspices of the city itself. 

The city would award its com- 
mission a cable television franchise 
in Westland. The commission would 
sell revenue bonds to construct a 
cable system in Westland, paying off 
the bonds from revenue generated 
by the system. He figures the cost to 
be between $6 and $8 million, and

Eleven new 400-watt mercury vapor 
street lights will soon light up the 
major entrance to the Romulus 
Municipal Center on Wayne Road, 
according to Mayor William M.

that the bonds would be paid off in 7 
years 

Taylor said there are less than 20 
areas in the country that have a 
publicly owned cable system. 
Usually, cable is installed by private 
entrepreneurs 

Westland s cable system probably 
would have 36 channels, which 
would include one for government, 
one for public access and two for the 
educational systems in the city 

The city would hire a cable 
company to manage the system for 
it, paying the manager a fee, plus a 
percentage of the growth, as an 
incentive to work agressively. 

The first step in tbe cable 
television plan is to hire a 
professional cable consultant to do a 
feasibility study of the market here, 
as a means to sell the revenue bonds. 
The consultant’s fee would be in- 
cluded in the revenue bond issue. 

Cable television is relayed to an 
area via satellite, the impulses 
captured by a disc and brought into 
a local “head end'' station where the 
impulse is strengthened and sent 
out. The cable company sends the 
signal out on wires it attaches to 
existing utility wires, then hooks up 
homes that are interested in buying 
the service. 

So now, the city has cable 
television, owned and controlled by 
the city itself. 

Home 

Security 

The next step in Taylor’s plan 
takes advantage of the requirement 
that cable systems have 2-way 
capabilities. Television impulses go 
to the house, and the system is 
capable of having digital impulses 


transmitted back from the house to 
the station 

Taylor proposes to use technology 
developed by a company called 
TOCOM, a Dallas-based electronic 
communications firm 

He would have a cable “drops” 
installed to every house in the city, 
whether the citizen wanted cable 
television or not The drop would 
immediately be hooked up to the 
water meter, which the city nor- 
mally has access to anyway. But 
normally, it costs the city $125,000 
per year to read water meters 

This system would include a 
computer (also bought with revenue 
bonds) at the receiving end of the 
cable impulses that would read the 
meter. The meter reading also 
would be made available to the 
electric and gas companies at a 
$50,000 each charge per year. 

In addition, citizens would be 
offered a home security package, at 
an installation cost of $438, Taylor is 
proposing. The cable drop would be 
hooked into smoke and heat 
detectors in the home, plus an 
electrical burglar alarm system that 
would cover a minimum of 10 
openings (doors and windows) in the 
home. Emergency push-button 
panels would also be installed at 
various places in the home, con- 
taining buttons to press in case of 
fire emergency, medical emergency 
and police emergency. 

Once the button is pushed, a 
special terminal installed in the 
home would immediately re-check 
the integrity of the alarm, and with a 
few seconds would be telling the 
computer that a crisis had occured. 
Tlie computer would send a print out 
to the police or fire station and the 
appropriate assistance would be on 


the way to the home within seconds. 

The computer w-ould print out the 
address, name and telephone 
number. So while the car was 
travelling to the home, the dispat- 
cher could call the home and check 
on the emergency. In this way, 
unconscious persons would be 
helped, unoccupied homes 
protected. and emergencies 
detected even before the home oc- 
cupants are aware of it 

The technology to do this will be 
purchased from TOCOM, for that 
$438 installation cost, and then a 
$7 50 monthly cost. 

Taylor said he believes there will 
be a strong demand for the security 
system, but just to be sure, he’s 
suggesting an ordinance that would 
make it compulsory that a home be 
wired when it changes hands Either 
the seller will pay for it. and include 
it in the price, the buyer will pay for 
it outright, or the buyer w ill have the 
option of putting the cost on his 
water bill over five years. 

To insure that the computer, the 
security system and its many facets 
are monitored against "Big 
Brother" abuses. Taylor will 
propose at the onset of the program 
that a citizen committee of com- 
puter experts be picked to regularly 
monitor and oversee the program 
during its inception, development 
and implementation. 

A homeowner could choose to have 
the security system, but without 
cable television. 

Self 

Insurance 

The final component of Taylor’s 
plan, the coup de grace, is his 
proposal to have the city sell com- 


prehensive homeowners insurance 
to residents who have the home 
security system He maintains that 
the city could charge half of the 
premiums paid by citizens now, and 
if the citizen opts to join the city’s 
insurance plan, it would no longer 
be charged the $7.50 monthly fee for 
the security system 

Those costs savings would be 
enough to quickly offset the original 
$438 investment cost to have it in- 
stalled 

This would eliminate insurance 
redlining because the city would 
insure anyone who has the security 
system, Taylor said 

Taylor is prepared to be “litigated 
to death" by insurance companies 
opposing his plan In hopes of 
heading off such challenges, he will 
work with Sen. William Faust and 
Reps Tom Brown and Bob Law, to 
have enabling legislation passed to 
allow the city to do it. But even 
without new laws, Taylor is con- 
vinced the program is legal and can 
work. 

Homeowners will not be required 
to take the city’s insurance, but 
since nearly all homeowners have 
insurance, and the city will give 
such a better deal, he imagines 
most will want to take part 

At the end of 10 years, all the 
components of the program would 
lx? in place, the city covered by 
cable, home security systems in- 
stalled. insurance sold to those who 
want it, and the city would have “in 
excess of $5 million in revenue," he 
said. 

That would be enough to wipe out 
the operating millage levied against 
homeowners to operate the police, 
fire and building departments, he 
said 
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Schools star t crackdown 

Immunization alert is on 
in VB, Romulus schools 


There’s an immunization alert in 
progress. And to Van Buren and 
Romulus school officials, it is an 
alert that all parents of school-age 
children should be aware of. 

“We’ve been clamping down for 
the past few years,” said James 
Garfield, superintendent for the 
Romulus School District. 

The “crackdown", said Garfield, 
is the result of an immunization 
drive spearheaded by the Michigan 
Health Department in conjunction 
with the Wayne County Health 
Department. 

“If a student doesn’t have his 
shots, and we find out... he’ll be sent 
home,” said Garfield. 

Garfield explained that, this year 
though, the primary emphasis will 
be on new residents attending the 
school district, and incoming kin- 
dergarten students. 

“We’re concerned with the student 
who’s slipped by, but the plans for 
reviewing student’s health records 
haven’t been completed," he said, 
“so we’ll be mostly concerned with 
making sure that new students get 
their shots." 

The master plan Garfield alluded 
to is a proposed full-scale effort of 
the county and state health 


departments to review existing 
students’ school records and to 
notify parents of their child’s im- 
munization deficiencies, if any. 

“It appears there’s been an out- 
break of measles in the past few 
years, and so the state and the 
county health departments have 
been putting pressure on us to clamp 
down," said Garfield. 

The concerted effort by the health 
departments and the school districts 
in the Macomb, Oakland and Wayne 
Counties is tagged “Immunization 
Review", but is not yet finalized and 
ready for implementation, noted 
Garfield 

In the Van Buren School District, 
spokesperson Mildred Baker is 
urging new students upon 
registration to produce a birth 
certificate and some record of 
having had the proper immunization 
shots 

“It will make things go 
smoother," said Mrs. Baker. 

She also noted that all students 
entering either junior high or high 
school at the 7th and 10th grade 
levels must have proof of having had 
a physical examination as a 
prerequisite to entrance.

That was a tragic story we all read 
recently about the 5-year-old San 
Diego girl who is dying of "old age ” 
Victim of a rare disease, she already 
has many of the infirmities of an 80- 
year-old woman 

What seems to have skipped our 
attention — something just as tragic 
in its way — is that we are bringing 
up a whole generation of children 
who are old beyond their years. Not 
physically, but emotionally. 

The innocence so attractive in 


rosy-cheeked youth is there no more 
We have taught our children too 
much too soon They have become 
jaded, anxious, morbid. 

Where is that "freshness of the 
early world” we used to see in 
children s faces — with "eyes wide 
and astonished, as if everything 
were happening for the first time," 
as Thurber described one of the 
characters in his fantasy, "The 
Thirteen Clocks"? 

I sat recently with my 13-year-old 
daughter while "Three s Company" 
was on the TV She snickered 
knowingly at the sexual innuendos 
It made me a little sad 
When my boys (now 24 and 22) 
were growing up and the TV studio 
audience would titter at some off- 
color remark, they would ask, 
"What are they laughing at, Dad- 
dy?” I would always look dumb and 
say. "I don’t know 
Even today I refuse to laugh at a 
sexual joke told in the presence of 
young people I smile weakly as if I 
don’t get it. 

Harry Golden, editor of The 
Carolina Israelite, who knew 
American people as few men did. 
went even further. 

"One of my sons is a reporter for a 


big daily paper,” said Golden 
"Thus I often find myself with him 
and his friends But the moment the 
conversation turns to women (as it 
should and does among young men), 
that’s when l have to leave I always 
have something to do at the office or 
maybe see about something in the 
kitchen In other words, I am on my 
way.” 

Golden has three married sons — 
former paratroopers and ar- 
tillerymen in the war 

"Yet I doubt seriously,” said 
Golden, who admitted he was a sort 
of Rabelaisian character himself, 
"whether I have ever told them as 
much as an off color story in my 
life.” 

I don’t know whether Golden ever 
tried to explain this reticence to 
himself Certainly, he knew his sons 
weren’t innocent 

But innocence is such an ap 
pealing quality that subconsciously 
some of us don’t want to admit to 
ourselves that our children have lost 
it, no matter how old they are. 

Innocence has a power over us for 
good that we too often lose sight of. 

You may remember the scene in 
"Same Time Next Year” when 
George, who is about to make out 


with Doris in their idyllic, but illicit, 
once-a-year hideaway, gets a phone 
call from his little daughter at home. 

She wants to tell him that she’s 
afraid the tooth fairy won't come 
because she has lost her tooth, which 
has just come out 
George is momentarily undone 
He can’t go through with his 
amorous dalliance with Doris 
I don’t think we realize how our 
lives have been impoverished by the 
loss of this quality of innocence 
Worldly-wise is what we dearly 
want to be, and it is the trait we 
dearly admire in others 
Even women don’t blush any 


more 

We try to force into the life of 
youth the experiences and thoughts 
of age We forget that there are 
some things in life that have to be 
hidden in order to be learned — as 
the wise teacher withholds the an- 
swer until the problem is worked 
out. 

It is no blessing to the boy to see 
life as an older man sees it He is 
denied that which makes youth so 
wonderful — a time of life that is 
carefree, lighthearted and con- 
fident 

Instead of bringing up our children 
lo enjoy the happiness of childhood,

we are forcing them to "un 
derstand” — understand why 
mother and father must get 
divorced, understand that there is no 
Big Rock Candy Mountain, that you 
can’t catch a falling star and put it in 
your pocket, that dreams really 
don’t come true. 

When they understand, we are 
proud of them It ought instead to 
make us cry like hearing the story 
of the 5-year old girl dying of old 
age

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Ford re-introduces 
plant dosings ' bill 


Joined by *14 co-sponsors in the 
House of Representatives, 
Congressman William D Ford <D- 
15th District) recently re-introduced 
legislation to deal with the problem 
of plant closings and their disastrous 
effect on workers, local com- 
munities and small businesses. 

Similar bills have been introduced 
in the Senate by Senators Harrison 
A Williams Jr. (D-New Jersey) and 
Donald W. Riegle, Jr. < D-Michigan). 

Congressman Ford first in- 
troduced plant-closing legislation in 
197-J* in conjunction with then Sen 
Wafter F. Mondale. A number of 
headings were held, and today’s 
legfcslation incorporates several 
ch Ages recommended as a result of 
t hell ea rings. 

untitled the National Em- 
ployment Priorities Act of 1979, 
Congressman Ford’s legislation 
would require advance notification 
by jiy company planning to close or 
reli cate a plant. 

7 vo years’ notice would be 
req iired for any plant closing or 
trajs fer that would terminate 500 or 
more employees. 18 months’ notice 
for actions terminating between 100 
ana 500 workers, and six months’ 
notice for less than 100 workers 
^National Employment Priorities 
Administration (NEPA) under the 
Department of Labor, would con- 
duct an investigation of any 
proposed closing or transfer, in- 
cluding public hearings and 
discussions with the plant owners, 
/tfter the investigation, the NEPA 
wofcld issue a report, either 
recommending ways to avoid the 
closing, or if this is not possible, 
means of minimizing its impact on 
the,employees and community. 


The company would be required to 
offer its employees transfer to any 
other establishment under its 
control, at the same wage rate and 
with all relocation expenses paid by 
the firm 

If no such transfer were possible, 
and if no other job in the area were 
available, the company would be 
required to pay each employee 85 
percent of his average wage for up to 
52 weeks. These payments would be 
reduced by the amount of unem- 
ployment compensation received by 
the employee Extensive job- 
training programs would be made 
available. 

In addition, the company would 
have to make a one-time payment to 
the local government of 85 percent of 
the resulting tax loss. If the closed 
plant were being moved overseas, 
the company also would have to pay 
the federal government three times 
the resulting income tax loss. 

To help keep a plant from closing, 
the NEPA would be authorized to 
provide loans and loan guarantees, 
technical assistance, and marketing 
advice, and even assistance in 
changing its product line. In addition 
the NEPA could give the company a 
5 percent credit in bidding on federal 
procurements. 

Other firms affected by the closing 
could also apply to the NEPA for aid 
in surviving the loss of business 
caused by the plant’s closing. 

“The whole thrust of our bill is to 
discourage companies and cor- 
porations from closing plants,” 
Congressman Ford said, “and to 
protect the employees and the 
community, if the closing cannot be 
avoided”

That’s the word from 
State Rep. Perry 
Bullard of Ann Arbor. 

In 1972, the Michigan 
legislature had ratified 
the United States House 
Joint Resolution 208 of 
1972 with Michigan 
House Concurrent 
Resolution 524. When 
Congress extended the 
time limit last year for 
states to ratify the 
amendment, the 
question arose as to 
whether Michigan 
needed to re-ratify the 
amendment since the 
initial language had 
indicated a period of 
seven years. 

The Attorney General 
determined that: “The 
Michigan legislature in 
ratifying the amend- 
ment proposed by 
United States House 
Joint Resolution 208, 
supra, on June 6 , 1972

Who's 

responsible? 


Probably few things in history have had such an adverse affect 
on the lifestyles of Americans. Its creeping erosion of the working 
man’s purchasing power has forced millions to reorder their 
lives. 

What is it, and who is responsible? 

Inflation, and the real villain is the insatiable American ap- 
petite for more, and government’s inability to say no. 

Because the effects of inflation touch everyone’s life, it is a 
subject which Americans should make the necessary effort to 
understand. Only through understanding will the scourge which 
is destroying the lives of millions be arrested. 

Inflation, according to The American Heritage Dictionary, is 
‘An abnormal increase in available currency and credit, resulting 
in a rise in price levels.’ 

Inflation is, according to the average wage earner, a decrease 
in the purchasing power of his income. 

To understand the extremely complex order of events which 
create inflationary pressure, it is necessary to first understand 
the basic principles of economics. Supply and demand. 

When demand exceeds supply, prices will rise. When supply 
exceeds demand, prices will drop. 

If we could stop here, the normal pressures of the market place 
would soon bring the economic system into balance and inflation 
would not have become the monster that is consuming us. But we 
cannot stop here because government has added another 
ingredient which has distorted the economic system. Regulation 
and the control of available money. 

Because this new ingredient had no relationship to the normal 
economic laws which govern the movement of a free economic 
system, these severe distortions occured. 

Because of increasing demands by consumers for credit to 
purchase goods and services which were short in supply, the cost 
of those goods and services rose to reflect normal market con- 
ditions. But because of the demand for credit by the consumers, 
government was forced to create new dollars, or face the wrath of 
voters. 

Because each dollar in the economic system represents an 
exact piece of a limited economic pie, the creation of new dollars 
does not change the size of the pie, only the value of each piece. 

Consequently, each dollar is worth less following each decision 
by government to increase their number. 

This decreasing value of the dollar when combined with the 
normally increasing costs created by an over-heated economy, 
has led to the destructive double digit inflation we have ex- 
perienced since the mid *70’s. 

While it is safe to assume that all the pressures created on the 
economy by the demands of special interest, such as the labor 
unions, have contributed to the problem, none have contributed to 
the extent that government has. 

A growing bureaucracy, liberal pressure to force the govern- 
ment into the position of becoming an instrument for the re- 
distribution of the nation’s wealth, unfair and unequal tax laws 
which discourages productivity, and the growing distrust of the 
system they were elected and sworn to protect, has led many of 
our elected officials to confuse the demands of special interest 
with moral principle. 

And who is the winner? 

Only government whose share of the nation’s wealth, increases 
with each increase in the inflation rate. 

Small incentive indeed for government to correct the problem.

You began to notice that your 
paycheck, after taxes, no longer 
bought as much at the super- 
market as it used to.

A recent study published by 
the Congressional Joint Com- 
mittee on Taxation ( JCT) shows 
clearly that between 1964 and 
1980 the federal tax burden has 
been growing even faster than 
the rate of inflation: 

In 1964 the median income for 
a family of four with one wage 
earner was $8,132. Twenty 
years later, in 1983, that same 
family will need to earn $25,717 
just to keep pace with rising 
consumer prices.

The combined effects of the 
growth in federal income and 
Social Security taxes increases 
the effective tax rate by 181 
percent of the 1964 median 
income. This means that the 
overall growth in federal taxes 
has exceeded growth in median 
incomes by 81.4 percent. 

Most people believe that if 
their incomes keep pace with the 
rate of inflation their family’s 
purchasing power will remain 
constant. Wrong. It will not if 
they pay federal income and 
Social Security taxes. The JCT 
study notes that a family which 
earned $8,132 in 1964 would have 
to earn a gross income of $25,717 
in 1983 just to keep up with in- 
flation. But if that same 
family’s income were adjusted 
to the inflationary growth in 
federal taxes, it would need to 
earn $46,650 in 1983 just to stay 
even with 1964. 

But 1964 was 15 years ago and 
1983 is nearly five years away. 
So, let’s look at what has hap- 
pened to the average family’s 
tax burden since President 

Carter took office. 

In a September 20, 1976 in- 
terview with the New York 

Times, candidate Jimmy 
Carter stated: 

“I would never increase taxes 
for the working people of this 
country and the lower and 

middle income groups and 
you can depend on that if I am 
elected.” 

What Americans have 

learned to depend on, however, 
is Mr. Carter’s propensity to 
raise taxes. Since President 
Carter took office taxes for 
individuals have risen in both 
relative and absolute terms. In 
fiscal year 1976, individual 
income taxes were $131.6 billion 
and comprised 43 percent of 
federal budget receipts By the 
time Mr. Carter admits his 
fiscal year 1981 budget, in- 
dividual tax receipts are ex- 
pected to increase by an ad- 
ditional $137.5 billion. In- 
dividual tax collections from all 
lax brackets will more than 
double from the fiscal year 1976 
period. By the end of Mr. 
Carter’s first term of office the 
average middle income wage 


Consumer price index, is 
estimated to increase by 36 7 
percent. 

Individual federal taxes an? 
rising faster than inflation. 

When President Ford left 
office the annual rate of in- 
flation had been brought down 
from the double digit level to a 
manageable 4.8 percent an- 
nually. Mr. Carter, by contrast, 
has decisively reversed that 
trend. By the end of his first 


year in office inflation rose to 
6.8 percent. The next year it 
grew to 9.0 percent. Today the 
annual rate of inflation for the 
first quarter of this year rose to 
almost 14 percent. Federal in- 
come and Social Security taxes, 
the prices we pay for certain 
government services, will have 
risen 43.5 percent higher than 
the cost of living. The more your 
salary is adjusted to meet in- 
flation the higher a percentage 
of your pay goes to the federal 
government. 

The study clearly indicates 
that since 1964, the Democratic 
Congress has engineered a 
massive redistribution of in- 
come away from middle income 
wage earners. This 
redistribution was ac- 
complished through the hidden 
tax of inflation, and also 
mandated Social Security in- 
creases. 

An August 1977 study 
published by the Joint 
Economic Committee of the 
Congress shows that while all 
individuals — especially the 
poor, the elderly, and those 
living on fixed incomes — are 
devastated by inflation, 
government actually benefits. 
The study confirmed that as 
inflation increases so do taxes. 

But as money income in- 
creases taxes go up at a rate of 
60 percent higher than the in- 
crease in income. Thus, for 
every percentage point increase 
in the rate of inflation federal 
tax collections increase 1.6 
percent. 

As a result of President 
Carter’s signed tax increases 
and his uncontrolled inflation, 
the average wage-earner today 
can look forward to a lower 
standard of living for himself 
and his children. The hope for a 
better future is giving way to 
dismal and depressing ex- 
pectations. That sense of 
looking forward to a better 
tomorrow is crumbling in the 
wake of galloping inflation and 
higher taxes.

Dear Metric, 

Most large countries now use the metric system. Given the improvements made in 
mass communications and transportation each day, our contact with the rest of the 
world is rapidly increasing. To eliminate confusion in areas like trade, engineering, 
travel and mechanical production, the government decided to switch to the metric 
system. 

Change is often upsetting and disorienting The conversion will be gradual, so that we 
will have time to relearn. Many mileage signs, speedometers and packaged goods now 
also list the metric equivalents to our system. Watch for classes offered at evening 
schools or community colleges. 

You have a right to voice your opinion to your elected representatives. I also un- 
derstand your concern about the change as Wayne, a local community, has already 
implemented many of the changes.

Your situation as a single parent and your daughter’s need for adult female com- 
panionship are actually not at all unusual. Rising divorce rates contribute daily to the 
increasing number of one parent families. All children need meaningful contact with 
members of the same sex, for the sake of communication and sexual identification. This 
is not to say that communication with the opposite sex is not important. Often children 
find it easier to talk with someone of the same sex. 

Big Sisters and Big Brothers of Wayne County (274-7833) generally deal with the 
children of single parent families, as long as they are between the ages of 8-16 years old. 
They will interview you and your child to determine your needs, and try to match your 
child with a Big Sister or Big Brother who will visit with your child. All volunteers are 
screened through court checks, character reviews and references, and intensive in- 
terviews. Their services are free of charge, though there may be a waiting list. 

Your daughter might also be exposed to both women and girls (of her own age) by 
joining either the Campfire Girls (833-2670) or the Girl Scouts of Metropolitan Detroit 
( 964-4475 ) . By calling them you can find out w hat troops in your area have openings.

A glimpse into 


the eighties

For some, the threat of change strikes 
terror in the very heart of their being But 
for others, change is greeted with an ex- 
pectant thrill of challenge. 

For the latter, Mayor Taylor of Westland 
has provided a glimpse of the 
technological eighties with all its ex- 
citement For the former, Taylor’s plan to 
harness Cable TV to provide everything 
from reading utility meters to providing 
emergency medical protection, the future 
must certainly look bleak 

But aside from the question of how 
Taylor’s plan or the coming technological 
revolution may affect the average citizen, 
is a larger question Will our system be 
able to provide the strong, bright, am- 
bitious, and honest leaders that will be 
necessary if we are to be the masters of 
change and not simply its servants? 

For the decade of the eighties will most 
certainly be recorded as the single most 
important 10-year period in our nation s 
history. A period which, if we manage to 
master our more basic shortcomings, 
could mean the beginning of the end to 
most of mankind’s pressing problems. 

But we must find the leaders to guide us 
through the perils of unrestrained 
technological change. 

And perils there will be. 

With the ever escalating attack on the 
frontiers of the future, will come new and 
sophisticated methods for relieving the 
burdens suffered by modern man But w ith 
those new’ developments will also come the 


temptation by some to subvert the 
technology for their own ends. 

And the almost unlimited potential for 
mankinds growth and continued 
development, could possibly fall on the 
rocks of Greed, Power, or Self Interest, 
unless leaders capable of dealing with the 
enormous implications of developing 
science, are able to maintain firm control. 

Last week, Mayor Thomas Taylor an- 
nounced a plan that would harness 
technology to the wagon that will carry 
Westland into the eighties. 

But at the very best, what appeared last 
week to many, as a bold and imaginative 
scheme to master progress, will in the not- 
to-distant future, look only like a shacky 
introduction to an exploding era of the 
‘technological eighties.’ 

But the question remains. Do we have 
the leadership that can deal with such 
potential? 

Fortunately, the Westland mayor ap- 
pears more than a match for the coming 
era of change, but not so fortunately, bold 
and imaginative leadership is in short 
supply nationwide. 

At a time when Congress is unable to 
deal with even the most blatant violation of 
our concept of law, such as the failure to 
remove convicted felon, Charles Diggs, 
from Congress, can we realistically expect 
that man’s baser instincts will somehow 
give way to idealism in order to set the 
necessary solid foundation to fully explore 
and develop the potential of the eighties. 


Never before, and probably never again, 
will so much depend on the abilities of so 
few 

While Mayor Taylor has provided us 
with glimpse of the future, that glimpse 
raises more question than it answers. 

As an optimist, and one who views the 
coming change as a challenge, I welcome 
the W'estland mayor’s innovative and 
imaginative scheme to use new technology 
to serve the citizens of the community 

But while this optimist endorses the 
Taylor Discrete Cable system,’ that good 
idea will remain only a good idea unless 
the Westland mayor is able to effectively 
lead his community through the pitfalls of 
new technology to the threshold of the 
eighties with all its potential. 

I am confident that the necessary new 
leadership will emerge. I am also con- 
vinced that for mankind to exploit, and not 
be exploited, to master and not serve, and 
to control and not be controlled by our new’ 
technology, will require a return to moral 
leadership. 

For morality will remain our only safe 
harbor in the coming storm of raging 
technology. 

It is now time for leadership, firmly 
anchored in that harbor of perspective, to 
read the winds of change and use them to 
society’s advantage. To do otherwise 
would be to perish.

Carrying gas spare in car: No 


Trying to keep their gas tanks lull 
in the face of service station closings 
on weekends and holidays, long lines 
at gas stations and the possibility of 
no gas at all may temp motorists to 
try to store extra gasoline However, 


this is an extremely dangerous 
practice 

“There is no way to safely carry 
gas inside the car." says Richard G 
Pfister, Michigan State University 
Extension safety engineer. 


“ Gasoline vaporizes easily and the 
vapor, being heavier than air, will 
build up in the trunk This vapor can 
be easily ignited by any spark or 
flame ." 

A couple of 5-gallon cans of 
gasoline can be hauled in the back of 
a pickup. Pfister said, because there 
is enough ventilation to disperse the 
vapors These cans should be tied 
down to reduce the chance of their 
becoming a fire hazard in case of an 
accident 

There also is no safe way to store 
gasoline in a basement or any other 
place in the house," he added "The 
vapors can easily be ignited by a 
furnace, hot water heater or 
anything with a motor." 

Pfister explained that a small 
amount ol gasoline — a gallon — can 
be kept for use in lawn mowers, 
chainsaws, etc., in a building 
separate from the house, providing 
it’s stored in a safely can Safety 
cans are UL or FM approved, have a 
spring-loaded cap to release vapor 
pressure, have a flame arrester, are 
made of heavy gauge steel, and 
come in sizes from one pint to five 
gallons. 

"Safety cans are quite expensive, 
but they are worth it, if you plan to 
handle gasoline," Pfister said 
“They should be looked at as a good, 
long-term, lifetime investment." 

Pfister added that other flam- 
mable liquids, such as gasohol and 
the white gas used in camping 
stoves, also should be stored in 
safety cans These fuels vaporize 
even faster than gasoline and so are 
more dangerous. Diesel fuel does not 
vaporize as much and is safer to 
have around, but it also is more 
secure, if stored in a safety can 

Before fueling any vehicle in 
which the engine is near where the 
fuel is added, such as a tractor, shut 
the engine off and allow it to cool 
down for three or four minutes Fuel 
vapors over a hot manifold may 
ignite and cause a serious number of 
fires. 

"Check tires or oil, or take a walk, 
but let that engine cool down," 
Pfister warned. 

Fill gas tanks only seven-eights 
full in spring and summer. Fuel 
from underground storage is cool 
and will expand as it gets warm. If 
the tank is filled all the way, 
gasoline will overflow. 

Installing extra gas tanks on cars 
and trucks increases the potential 
for a fire, Pfist er said, because 
there is a greater chance for one of 
the tanks to rupture in an accident. 
It is not much of a problem, but 
buyers should make sure the tanks 


are installed in a protected location 
well within the frame. 

"There are possible situations 
where a back-up fuel supply is 


The Southeast Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG) is seeking 
up to $300,000 in state or federal 
funds to set up a computerized 
carpool matching program that 
would serve the 7-county southeast 
Michigan region. 

Michael M Glusac, SEMCOG’s 
executive director, said he has in- 
formed the Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) of SEM- 
OOG’s interest in developing a 
carpool program. MDOT will 
oversee the expenditure of a special 
$500,000 state appropriation recently 
earmarked for ridesharing ac- 
tivities throughout the state. 

Glusac said he hoped a good share 
of that money will be directed at 
southeast Michigan, which has 
about 50 percent of the state’s 
population and a growing need for 
ridesharing programs. 

"We can’t submit a formal ap- 
plication at this time because MDOT 
still is working on the program 
guidelines," he said "But we did 
want to express our support and 
dear interest in being a part of the 
statewide program by submitting a 
letter of intent. 

"SEMCOG is exploring all types 
of ridesharing possibilities in an 
effort to find ways to save gas, clean 
i$> on air and solve traffic congestion 
and parking problems," Glusac 
added. "We want to develop regional 
ridesharing programs that meet 
everyone’s needs, particularly those 
that can’t be met by mass transit or 
vanpool programs. 

"A well organized carpool mat- 
ching program could fill that gap in 
many cases." 

Glusac said SEMCOG has been 
approached by several agencies and 
individuals to develop a regionwide 
multi-employer carpool service. 
Among those agencies are the 
Southeastern Michigan Tran- 
sportation Authority SEMTA and 
the Southeast Michigan Vanpooling 
Task Force (SEMVAN), which was 
created by SEMCOG last fall to 
develop and promote ridesharing 
alternatives.

In a recent letter to James Roach, 
manager of the Mass Transportation 
Planning Section of the Michigan 
Department of Transportation, 
Glusac wrote: "SEMCOG has

ridesharing), SEMVAN, and dozens 
of other organizations and in- 
dividuals to develop a carpool 
matching service, and is prepared to 
do so immediately. This service 
would augment our existing em- 
ployer-based efforts in vanpooling to 
create an integrated family of 
ridesharing services involving the 
entire region." 

Glusac said the project would 
involve planning by SEMCOG, the 
development of a marketing plan 
and promotional materials either by 
SEMCOG or a marketing con- 
sultant. and additional staff to do 
computer work, telephone work and 
other program coordination ac- 
tivities 

He said the cost of such a program 
would be "in the neighborhood of 
$250,000 to $300,000" over a two-year 
period 

He asked that the project be 
funded with state transportation

funds recently appropriated for 
ridesharing, or with a combination 
of state funds and available federal 
funds. 

Roach said MDOT will use ap- 
proximately $200,000 for state-wide 
coordination and promotion, in- 
cluding the development of 
ridesharing guidelines for use of the 
remaining funds 

State Rep. Robert Law (R- 
Westland), also a member of 
SEMVAN, said the $500,000 is a 
small sum for state-wide programs, 
but it is a beginning 

"This really represents incentive 
money for organizations like 
SEMCOG to develop model 
projects." Law said. 

Roach and Law said that federal 
funding for ridesharing projects also 
was possible, including a small 
portion of some $20 million in annual 
Federal Aid Urban System funding 
that is earmarked for southeast 
Michigan. 

They indicated that $93,000 from 
the U S. Department of Energy may 
also be made available for 
ridesharing projects through the 
Michigan Energy Administration 
and MDOT.

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W-W and teaching staff 
reach tentative agreement 


A tentative contract agreement 
between negotiators for the Wayne- 
Westland Board of Education and its 
teachers* union was reached Friday, 
a full month before the contract 
expiration date. 

Neither side would divulge details 
of the tentative pact, except to say 
that it is for three years, pending 
stydy sessions with the school board 
and with the union's executive board 
and membership. 

According to Dennis O’Neill, 
deputy superintendent and member 
of the board’s negotiating team, the 
subject probably will be discussed in 
executive study session of the school 
board Monday. 


Robert Kowalczyk, executive 
director of the Wayne-Westland 
Education Association (WWEA), 
said the contract would be reviewed 
by the executive board Tuesday and 
by the full membership at an in- 
formational meeting Aug. 20. He 
wasn’t sure what procedure would 
be used to take the ratification vote 
of the 1,130 teacher members, but 
said that a “straw vote’’ at least 
would be taken Aug. 20 meeting to 
get the reaction of the members. 

O’Neill said he hoped that the 
school board could vote on whether 
or not to ratify the pact sometime 
during the week of Aug 20. The 
board will vote only after, and if, the 
teachers ratify it, O’Neill added 


Negotiations began in May, but 
didn’t really intensify until July, 
when the two teams were meeting 
daily Last week, the negotiating 
teams “worked as if it were Labor 
Day weekend’’ to hammer out the 
tentative agreement Usually, if 
agreement is reached before the 
start of school, it doesn’t come until 
Labor Day weekend, the deadline 
for the beginning oFschool on time 
Kowalczyk said he believes that 
Wayne-Westland is the first of the 
Michigan Education Association 
(MEA) districts in the area, whose 
contracts expire this year, to reach 
an agreement. He agreed that it is 
“unusual’’ to reach agreement so 
soon, and credited it to deter- 


mination of both sides and 
elimination of typical negotiating 
table “game playing.’’ 

The two sides sequestered 
themselves in bargaining until they 
reached the tentative pact, he said 

The negotiating team for the 
board was headed by Gary Matsche, 
and included O’Neill, Ray Rafford, 
Chuck Klein, Bill Taylor, 
Georgeanne Cseresznye and 
Richard Keilhacker 

Teachers negotiating for the union 
w r ere president Bill Reese. Mary 
Christiansen, Woody London, Luke 
Couillard and Mary McIntyre, in 
addition to Kowalczyk, who is an EA 
employee. 


Canton 's sludge problems 
‘spill over' into Wayne

The effects of sludge apparently 
are not confined to boundary lines 
nor to the sole interest of Canton 
Township residents, as officials in 
the City of Wayne are quickly 
learning. 

“We’re concerned, too,” said Pat 
Cullen, Wayne city manager. 


“And they should be,” said Canton 
Supervisor Noel Culbert, “because 
we’ve learned that not only does the 
sludge go downstream into their 
groundwater, but also it seems it is 
in their storm sewers 
Both Culbert and Cullen were 
referring to the more than 600 *ons of 
sludge disposed of by By-Products 
Systems of Michigan Inc., daily at 


Canton’s Woodland Meadows 
Sanitary Landfill, located on 
Hannan Road, south of Michigan 
Avenue. 

Although the landfill is not located 
within Wayne’s city limits, it is just 
outside Wayne’s western boundary, 
its proximity being the reason for 
Wayne official’s concerns, said Dick 
Gillespie, Wayne city engineer 


For your safety: Things 
the babysitter should know

Going out on the town tonight? 
Great. 

You’ve undoubtedly hired a very 
responsible sitter to watch over your 
children and your home while you’re 
gone. But as you walk out the door, 
have you ever experienced that 
small moment of apprehension that 
you might have left something 
unsaid or undone? 

Many members of the Michigan 
Fraternal Order of Police know 
what it is, even if you don’t. We’ve 
found it out the hard way, by trying 
to calm down a sometimes 
hysterical sitter on the phones at the 
station — a sitter who may not even 
be able to direct us properly to the 
home. 

Here’s a recommended checklist 


for you and your babysitter: 

First, let’s cover the common- 
sense items. A sitter should be told 
of the location of all emergency and 
security items in your household — 
phones, fire extinguishers, outside 
lighting switches, escape ladders 
and how to operate locks or burglar 
systems. 

Many people will tell a sitter 
where they are going, but also 
please take the time to leave the 
phone number and address of your 
destination. Look it up in the 
directory, if needed, and it might 
even be a good idea to call ahead and 
find out the best way you could be 
paged, if you are needed at home. 

Now for some of the items usually 
forgotten: 

—Leave your own home address in 
writing near the phone. If your sitter 
suspects a prowler outside, would 
you want them to go outside to find 
out the address? This is the first 
question any emergency dispatch 
operator will ask — and it’s sadly 
surprising to find out how few sitters 
know, or will waste time trying to 
answer. 

—Leave the name, phone number 
and address of a friend, a neighbor 


or another responsible adult, who 
can be reached, if you are 
unavailable. 

—Another important list of phone 
numbers for a sitter should include 
the telephone numbers of local 
police departments, fire department 
and the nearest emergency medical 
facility, as well as family doctor 
(name and phone). 

—No unknown or unexpected 
visitors should be admitted into 
your home during your absence. 
You should establish a coded knock 
so the sitter will know when you are 
at the door, and it also is a good idea 
to establish a coded telephone ring. 

— Discuss clearly -whether the 
sitter is to be allowed to entertain*, 
friends or use the telephone for 
personal calls in your absence. Spell 
it out. If your sitter breaks this rule, 
find another sitter. 

A responsible sitter should be 
thoroughly familiar with your home 
and should be able to know how to 
respond to any emergency That 
takes some cooperation on your 
part Look for self-reliance and 
maturity intheindividuals you select 
for this important job.

In Canton, the administration 
obtained a search warrant Wed- 
nesday morning to gain access to the 
landfill site to conduct sample 
testings of the sludge to determine if 
toxic, and possible dangerous, 
pollutants exist, Culbert said. 

Gillespie said his department has 
taken water samples, “before and 
after” sludge has entered down- 
stream, but, he said the results are 
only “clues, not conclusive evidence 
of anything.” 

“The problem with taking water 
samples is that it’s on a one-time 
basis, and you need to do it in a 
controlled situation,” Gillespie 
explained. 

He added that residents should be 
concerned in both communities 
because the dangerous effects of 
sludge are not fully known yet. 

Canton, Wayne and officials from 
the Wayne County Health Depart- 
ment, along with representatives of 
Woodland Meadows, are scheduled 
to meet Thursday to discuss the 
sludge disposals. 

The intent of the meeting, said 
Culbert, is to reach a compromise. 

“But quite frankly I don’t want 
them dumping here, period. 1 think 
it’s a health hazard and is something 
worth fighting,” Culbert added. 

In earlier efforts to halt the sludge 
dumpings, Culbert urged adoption 
and passage of an emergency toxic 
waste ordinance, which bans any 
substances carrying harmful toxic 
waste metals and pollutants from 
being disposed of in the township. 

According to admissions made by 
a By-Product’s official 
spokesperson, there are toxic wastes 
in sludge and its byproducts, but the 
level of harmful substances has not 
been determined. 

Culbert said the toxic waste or- 
dinance was the “tool’’ needed to 
justify obtaining a search warrant. 

“We have good reason to believe 
that there is a crime being com- 
mitted (according to the ordinance’s 
prohibitions), and that way we can 
get a search warrant to conduct 
testing.’’ he said. 

Preliminary testing was con- 
ducted by engineers from Wade and 
Tritn Associates in recent weeks, 
with those tests showing 
“pollutants” existing in the sludge 
and the groundwater, according to 
Bob Wade, president of the planning 
and engineering firm. 

“But as soon as they (Woodland 
Meadows officials) found out we had 
proof of dangerous pollutants in the 
sludge, thev refused us access to the 
place,’’ Culbert said. “And we have 
to take the rest of the tests to make it 
conclusive.” 

Subsequent tests, Culbert said, 
should show to what levels the 
pollutants exist, exactly what kinds 
of pollutant substances are in the 
sludge, and how harmful, if at all. 

Culbert said the Thursday 
meeting should produce “some 
heads rolling.” 

“There are a lot of people who 
aren’t happy having Detroit’s excess 
... stuff being dumped in our land- 
fills. It’s just not fair.”

Know

law

Customers using electronic teller machines— the 
new bank and business convenience that allows you 
to complete transactions without waiting in line to 
see a teller— are covered by Michigan and federal 
laws. 

Because electronic tellers don’t recognize faces, 
or double check signatures or identification, the 
machines can make it easy for strangers to with- 
draw money from customers’ accounts. It takes 
only the plastic “credit’ ’ card and knowledge of the 


secret number the bank assigns each customer to 
get money out of the bank. 

The Michigan legislature recently passed the 
Electronic Funds Transfer Act which provides that 
customers are not responsible for unauthorized 
bank transactions unless the bank can prove that 
the customer was negligent with the teller card or 
number 

The act states that customer negligence includes 
writing the secret number down where others can 
learn it. or passing it on to a friend or relative. 

If an unauthorized withdrawal or transaction 
appears on the monthly bank statement, the 
customer should notify the bank of it at once. After 
that notification, the customer cannot be held 
responsible for any more unauthorized tran- 
sactions 


Federal law limits the maximum customer loss 
for unauthorized use at $50 If a customer does not 
report the unauthorized use within 60 days after 
receiving the bank statement or within two days of 
losing the card, the maximum loss is $500 

Electronic machines may have another 
drawback— it is obviously difficult for machines to 
stop payment on merchandise that is found to be 
defective after its purchase 

The Electronic Funds Transfer Act addresses 
that problem. It provides that customers can return 
the defective merchandise within four days, 
providing that the amount of the transaction is over 
$50 It does not apply to transactions under $50 A 
written request also should be made to the bank 
within 14 days after an oral request has been made 
to reverse the transaction 


To avoid problems or unauthorized uses, examine 
the monthly statements carefully. Any error must 
be reported within 60 days and banks are required 
to investigate the error within 10 days of receiving 
the report

It was first described in 60 B C. 
and dates back to primitive rituals 
during which a husband would act 
out his wife’s labor pains with ap- 
propriate moaning and groaning 
Airing a ‘ lying-in” period 
Today, however, psychiatrists 


have a bassinet full of theories to 
explain the pains. Some attribute it 
to sympathy Others to the anxiety 
that a loved one may be in danger. 

But a more prevalent and in- 
teresting explanation is man’s deep 
envy for a woman’s ability to be able 
to create a babv Many psychiatrist 
believed the problem was the 
husband s unconscious envy over his 
wife’s ability to bear children. 

“1‘ve often wondered that if Freud 
had been a female instead of a male, 
what theories he would have 
developed in this area.” 

“As American men become more 
involved in childbirth education, 
child care, natural childbirth 
techniques and as they spend 
more time with their wives during 
labor and delivery we expect the 
percentage of couvade syndrome 
fathers to drop 

Then they can get back to ex- 
periencing the more modern pain of 
wondering where they are going to 
gel enough money to feed another 
mouth — and enough gasoline to get 
to the hospital on time

MSU experts answer garden queries 


Gardening questions 
are always in season. 
Michigan State 
University Extension 
specialists answer some 
timely queries here. 

Q. My jade plant has 
been losing quite a few 
leaves lately. I’ve found 
some circular blackish 
spots on some of the 
leaves, are the spots 
related to the leaf drop? 

A. Those blackish 
spots are a sign of 
powdery mildew, a 
plant disease. This 
disease eventually 
causes leaves to shrivel 
and fall off. Remove and 
destroy affected leaves. 
Then spray with a 
fungicide like benomyl, 
dinocap. folpet or 
sulphur to reduce the 
disease problem. 

Q. Why and how often 
do irises need to be 



divided? 

A. Irises usually need 
dividing every two to 
five years. They get 
crowded over time and 
flower production falls 
off. To divide 
established iris, cut the 
foliage to one-third of its 
full height and dig 
carefully under each 
clump of rhizomes. Lift 
out the whole clump at 
once, wash away the soil 
with a stream of water 
and use a sharp knife to 
cut the rhizomes apart. 
Each division needs a 
fan of leaves, a few- 
inches of healthy 
rhizome and a number 
of well developed roots. 
Those with at least two 
fans of leaves will 
produce many flowers 
next year. However, 
they will need dividing 
again in two or three 

Beautiful \ 
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Begin 
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years. Divisions with 
just one fan of leaves 
will bloom less 
dramatically but will 
not need dividing again 
for at least three and 
possibly five years. 

Q. In trying to find 
ways to save water but 
still keep the lawn and 
garden growing. I hit on 
the idea of using the 
rinse water from my 
washing machine in the 
garden. Is that likely to 
cause any problems? 

A. As long as you cool 
hot w ater before you use 
it and apply the water to 
the soil rather than to 


the plants, laundry rinse 
water should be OK for 
garden irrigation. Hot 
water could damage 
both roots and foliage. 
And sodium, chlorine 
and other harsh 
chemicals, though 
usually present only in 
very low con- 
centrations, might 
damage plant foliage. 

Q. How do you know 
when your peonies need 
dividing? 

A. Peonies planted in 
a fertile, well drained 
spot where they get full 
sun — or no more than 
two to three hours of 
light shade each day — 


should grow for years 
before flower produc- 
tion begins to fall off 
from overcrowding 
Note that poor drainage, 
too much shade, 
competition from other 
plants, insect problems 
and diseases can also 
cause peonies to fail to 
bloom. 

Q. Why is it recom- 
mended to use several 
grass varieties in your 
lawn? 

A. Some varieties 
offer varying degrees of 
resistance or tolerance 
to common lawn 
diseases and insects. No 


one variety is resistant 
to all, however. If you 
use a mixture of several 
varieties, you reduce 
the chance that your 
lawn will be wiped out 
by any one disease or 
pest.

Are you old enough to remember 
dancing the “Big Apple/’ the 
“Merengue," the “Blackbottom" or 
the “Boogie" to music provided by 
one of the great bands of the “Swing 
Era”?

The evening’s entertainment, 
titled “Stompin’ at the Normal,” 
will attempt to recapture those 
bygone days of the “Swing Era" by 
replicating the atmosphere of an old 
time ballroom dance. Hosted by 
Eastern’s public radio station, 
WEMU-FM and offered in con- 
junction with Ypsilanti’s 
“Yesteryear Heritage Festival," the 
jazz dance will feature the music of 
the award-winning Austin-Moro 
Band. 

The Austin-Moro Band, a Detroit- 
based group that began performing 
publicly in 1968, has performed 
extensively throughout the United 
States and in Europe. In 1973 the 
band was invited to perform at the 
prestigious Montreux Jazz Festival 
at Montreux, Switzerland. 

Founded by two Detroit Music 
teachers, Lanny Austin and Emil 
Moro, the Austin-Moro Band has 
performed with many professional 
singers and musicians including Mel 
Torme. Billie Eckstine, Carol 
Channing. Enzo Stuarti, Pat Boone, 
Joey English. Danny Thomas and 
Frankie Fontaine 
At EMU the band will play a 
medley of big band selections in- 
cluding music by such greats as 
Benny Goodman, Glen Miller, 
Tommy Dorsey and Artie Shaw.

Although the performance of such

Art Timko, manager of radio 
programming at WEMU-FM and 
chief coordinator of the event, listed 
several added attractions planned 
for the evening.

Ballroom. We are planning to 
broadcast the dance live, beginning 
at 9 p.m. so that people can listen in 
on their radios,” Timko said. 

Harry Bowen, an authority on the 
music of the “Swing Era,” will serve 
as master of ceremonies for the 
evening. Bowen is a professor in the 
department of speech and dramatic 
arts at EMU. 

“Basically, we are trying to 
recreate the atmosphere of a big 
band dance.

gowns. We will have two mirrored 
balls over the dance floor and the 
ballroom will be decorated with 
streamers and decorations. ..We are 
even planning to have a couple of

“We see the dance as an op- 
portunity to involve the senior 
citizens of this area and will make 
sure that they get a special op- 
portunity to participate.

It took months of preparation and 
a grueling 5-week tryout camp, but 
the true competitive spirit of Tim 
Abler of Romulus came through to 
earn him a position on Michigan 
State University’s No. 1 nationally 
ranked cheerleading squad.

Former MSU cheerleaders 
judged the basic skills required for 
first cut and selected the stunts to 
be evaluated throughout com- 
petition.

Two distinct panels of judges 
assessed Abler during second and 
third cuts. Each 10-member panel 
used an accumulative point system 
for scoring.

“The competition was very 


keen,” said squad adviser Edward 
Rutherford “Those who made the 
squad should be very proud, but 
they have a big job head of them.” 

Before the cheerleaders return to 
campus to begin preparations for 
the busy football season, they will 
travel to Muskegon on Aug. 24 and 
perform an exhibition show in a 
local mall 

The weekend of Aug. 31 will find 
the squad out in Las Vegas. Nev., 
performing on the Jerry Lewis 
Labor Day Telethon. 

When they return to MSU they 
will jump right back into regular 
workouts and begin practicing a 
halftime show with the MSU 
Marching Band. This fall will be 
the first time the two groups have 
performed together on the field. 

The squad also can look forward 
to being seen on the Big 10 
Television Network twice during 
basketball season and possibly 
twice on ABC’s “College Football 
Game of the Week” this fall. 

Abler, second-year co-captain of 
the cheering squad, is a member of 
the MSU Varsity Club and 
Fellowship of Christian Athletes.

MIAMI — Senior high school students in 
the Dade County Public School system 
are using a computer to help shape their 
future 

Using a terminal linked to the school 
district’s IBM System/370 computer, 
students can identify and select career and 
education preferences, and evaluate their 
interests and goals 

“Using IBM’s Discover’ career 
guidance program, students can explore 
various occupations at their own pace and 
get information on jobs, training, colleges, 
vocational training and financial aid.' 
says Alan Dikes, executive director of 
management information services for the 
Dade County Public Schools 

“But it is more than just a computerized 
library of career-related facts, ’ he adds 

“Discover is also a learning tool that 
helps students understand how to make 
decisions and how to evaluate alter 
natives ” 

The Discover program is divided into 
three basic sections 

The first uses computer games and 
simulations designed to help students 
understand how decisions are made and 
lets them practice making decisions and 
lets them observe the consequences. 

“This section will be particularly helpful 
to younger students who are beginning to 
think about what they’d like to be,” says 
Olkes. 

The second section of Discover enables 
the student to make decisions about his or 
her career, to narrow career choices and 
get specific information on the benefits, 
limitations, duties and prospects in a 
chosen field 


In the career-planning section, students 
can use the system to identify specific 
training requirements and resources 
available, to prepare themselves to pursue 
their occupation 

“Whether they’re looking for in- 
formation on colleges that have majors in 
specific fields, how to get financial aid. 
where vocational programs and ap- 
prenticeships are offered, what military 
training is available, or what continuing 
education programs might be helpful in a 
given profession, the student can get a 
good idea of how they’ll reach their ob- 
jectives.” Olkes says 

According to Olkes. that information is 
also important to guidance counselors 
advising students on future plans 

“We have one guidance counselor for 
every 450 students in the Dade County 
system, and with clerical and ad- 
ministrative responsibilities, that doesn’t 
leave as much time as we'd like for 
counseling 

“With Discover, students have the op- 
portunity to get information before seeing 
their counselor, and the time they do spend 
together can be used by the counselor to 
give advice on specific career plans.” 
Olkes notes 

Dade County has modified the computer 
program to help students gain valuable 
training and experience while still in high 
school. 

“The computer will display vocational 
and continuing education courses that are 
offered by the school system. This could 
give students a reference point to plan part 
of their high school curriculum,” says 
Olkes “And, we re planning to have job

Planning ahead vital 


to college 

Is college tuition soaring out of reach 9 
This year, tuition and living charges for 
students will see an estimated rise of 8 
percent at most schools. Incoming 
freshmen are due to expect even more 
dramatic increases 

Currently, tuition and room and board 
fees at private universities average over 
$5,000 annually. At public universities, 
costs average over $2,000 College ad- 
ministrators attribute these large in- 
creases to inflationary pressures and most 
agree it will be nearly impossible for their 
institutions to comply with proposed 
voluntary guidelines for holding down 
prices and restricting inflation 

In most cases, families with children 
beginning college this fall will find budgets 
more than slightly strained Hopefully, 
others will expand savings and budgetary 
plans so as to cushion the rapidly rising 
costs of higher education. 

Financial advisors agree it is wise to 
begin planning for a child’s college 
education when he or she is just ten years 
old. A number of attractive options are 
available to parents, these yield a hearty 
college fund and at the same time allow a 
number of tax advantages While a 
number of investments are available, 
cautious and conservative investment is 
advisable — your child’s education is at 
stake. 

A custodial account puts money on 
deposit for a child through a brokerage 
house or savings account The Internal 
Revenue Service allows a child to ac- 
cumulate a tax-free gift of $3,000 yearly. 


education 

The amount of the gift can be doubled if 
both father and mother give jointly. Under 
this system, tax liability for the account 
and its assets rests with the child and is 
calculated in his lower, unemployed, tax 
rate A custodian’s name other than his 
parent’s should appear on the account to 
prevent it from reverting to the estate of 
mother or father should one or both of 
them die 

Some states require the recipient of such 
an account to be at least 21 years of age. 
The naming of a custodian allow r s for 
earlier removal of the funds enabling the 
child to meet college expenses. 

Alternatively, you may prefer setting up 
a short-term, irrevocable trust planned to 
last a minimum of ten years and one day 
During this period, the child is responsible 
for all taxes Upon completion of the 
pledged trust period, the balance and 
interest reverts back to the parents, 
allow mg for a generous college fund 

Many parents encourage children to aid 
in the financing of their own educational 
costs

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New trends in education emerging 





return to traditional academic basics of 
reading, writing, arithmetic, history, and 
science Many schools are now in the 
process of adapting aspects of traditional 
courses and are moving away from the 
more permissive style of education 
popularized in the late sixties and early 
seventies 

A growing number of public school 
administrators have added “alternative 
traditional’ schools to their usual 
systems. The waiting period for alter- 
native schools is long, with approximately 
five students for every one opening 
Educators, surprised by the effectiveness 
and popularity of alternative schools, are 
gradually creating more schools of this 
type 

Recently, there is a growing trend to 
revise academic standards in all schools at 
all grade levels At certain times, students 
are required to demonstrate specific skills 
and receive remedial instruction until 
these tasks are mastered Only then is 
progression to the next grade level 
allowed 

In most cases, one teacher assumes total 
responsibility for a class and handles most 
of the subject matter for these students. 
Revised “back-to-basics ‘ teaching 
methods emphasize repeated recitation 
and drill of basic knowledge tools such as 


the alphabet, multiplication tables, and 
English grammar Written exercises and 
homework are again becoming frequent 
and vigorous. Report cards typically bear 
alphabetical letter grades and parents of 
primary school youngsters often receive 
supplemental weekly reports 

At present, a majority of public schools 
stress revised curricula where broad 
subject matter is broken down and 
presented through smaller component 
subject matter. Under this plan, social 
studies are replaced by separate, con- 
centrated civics and history courses. Basic 
sciences such as biology, chemistry, and 
physics are stressed Other course 
selections are offered as elective subjects 
only after basic core requirements have 
been fulfilled. 

Students at all educational levels are 
encouraged to spend a designated weekly 
time in the development of reading and 
writing skills Often special assignments 
in foreign language or literature are given. 

A growing number of educational 
districts require graduating secondary 
students to complete one or more com- 
petency tests prepared to measure a 
student s mastery of selected knowledge 
and skills. Promotion and. ultimately, 
graduation is dependent upon the suc- 
cessful completion of these ability tests

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Micrographics improve education process 


Most of us have heard 
about microfilm and the 
jobs it can do. But there are 
a number of ways that 
microfilm is used in 
schools today that you 
might not be aware of. 

Microfilms — or. to use a 
newer word, “micro- 
graphics” — are well 
established in many 
modern schools 
Micrographic systems 
these days are a far cry 
from the stereotype in 
some quarters of an un- 
wieldy. unattractive, 
paper-eating monster in a 
back room someplace, 
used for iiiming musty, old 
papers for a reason nobody 
is sure of 

These days, streamlined, 
efficient microfilm 
cameras and automatic 
readers and reader- 
printers from manufac- 
turers such as 3M and 
other can make filing and 
retrieving information 
quick, easy and error-free 
Micro-graphics can 
become almost like the 
genie in a bottle — 
producing the information 
the student needs with little 
more than a snap of the 
fingers, and doing it all in 


only one tenth the space of 
traditional files, boxes and 
nondescript bundles! 

Probably. your 
youngster’s school records 
already are on microfilm 
Not only does that system 
save space, but the file is 
always all together, 
private and safe 


So, if you have a job 
transfer, or move to 
another part of town, the 
school office usually can 
produce a complete set of 
school records — grades, 
inoculations, credits, the 
works — on microfilm 
Microfiche 

A typical form of 
microfilm used for such 
purposes is called 
microfiche, and it is a four- 
bv six-inch piece of film 
which can, if necessary, 
hold the images of many 
typewritten or printed 
pages Each microfiche 
costs only a few pennies, 
and it’s a marvelous 
vehicle for you to carry to 
the next school system. Or. 
if it’s to be mailed, a 
microfiche can travel for 
the price of a single, first- 
class stamp. 


If the school needs to file 
the records of all its 
students in one package, it 
often uses a camera that 
films each page on a frame 
of 16-millimeter, movie- 
tvpe film. A reel or car 
tridge of such film can 
store thousands of pages, 
yet each cartridge is only 
slightly larger than a 
package of cigarettes 

And. the school system 
has quick access to student 
records on microfilm 
cartridges There is an 
index telling which car- 
tridge number and image 
(frame) number holds the 
records of a particular 
student Knowing those 
numbers, a filing clerk can 
snap the appropriate 
cartridge into place on a 
microfilm reader or 
reader-printer, then push 
buttons like those on a 
telephone to tell the 
machine to zip the film to 
the right frame number — 
all accomplished in just 
seconds ! 

Efficient 

As taxpayers, we can 
appreciate efficiency like 
that School workers spend 
less time on dreary filing 


and re-filing, and can 
accomplish more 
productive tasks. Not only 
that — space is usually at a 
premium, and the use of 
micrographics can save 90 
percent of the space used in 
ordinary paper-filing A lot 
of schools use older 
buildings for ad- 
ministrative headquarters, 
and they rarely have 
enough room for the 
growing stack of 
documents 

Then, over in the school 
library, microfilm is used a 
lot. too especially in 
secondary schools and 
colleges When a reference 
is needed from a 
periodical, it's a lot neater 
and safer if the periodical 
is on microfilm reader- 
printers can produce a full- 
size photographic copy of a 
specific page just at the 
push of a button The 
newest and best reader- 
printers use a new , com- 
pletely dry photographic 
system, so there's no smell 
or mess 

Since some students take 
the lazy way out, and 
simply clip from a 
magazine or reference 
book, microfilming s a 


sure way to keep the 
original intact and 
properly filed. 

From birth certificates 
to genealogical records, 
micrographics play an 
increasingly important 


role in our lives Certainly, 
one of the most significant 
eras lor record-keeping - 
the school years — is a 
time when micrographic 
techniques are second to 
none

dr ser, rust primer, spray enamel 
n :c paint and paint thinner 

may decide to invest in a few' 
replacement parts — new hand grips or a 
new seal and perhaps new tires 

all readily available at vour local 
bikeshop 

Disassemble ihe hike in the following 
order: seat, handle bars, chain guard and 
chain, wheels, fenders, front fork and head 
set. pedals and crank set After 
disassembly you will be left with the basic 
frame 

Use the steel wool, sanding block and 
emery cloth to remove as much rust as 
possible from all parts and the frame 
Knock any dents out of the fenders with a 
h. truer Lightly sand all parts that w ill be 
painted. Then wipe with paint thinner to 


remove sanding dust and clean the sur- 
faces 

Polish chrome parts and use Krylon Ten- 
4 to clean and degrease the front and rear 
wheel hubs ido not spray into the 
bc»a rings. » 

You are now' set to paint Work outdoors 
on a table covered with newspapers or if 
the weather is bad. set up the table in a 
well-ventilated garage Set the parts up on 
wood blocks so that they won’t stick to the 
newspapers 

Spray any rusted parts with Rust Magic 
Brow n Primer Then you’re ready to spray 
paint in whatever color you’ve selected 
The do-it-yourselfer show n here used w hite 
enamel on the hie frame and a burgundy 
metal flake paint to give extra pizza/ to the 
chain guard and trim Several light coats 
give a smooth surface and good coverage 
While these parts are drying < about two 
hours), clean the headset and crank 
hanger with the degreaser spray and use 
cycle lubricant to grease the bearings 
Simply reverse the disassembly order to 
put the bike back together If you want to 
‘ touch up any paint after the bike is 
reassembled, just be sure to protect the 
surrounding parts with new spapers 
Fill the tires with air and you have a 
bright, new bike that will delight your 
youngster at a price to please you.
